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Introduction 


This  year  Hebron  High  School  has  un- 
dergone many  improvements . 

The  driveway  around  the  school  has 
been  black-topped  to  insure  safer  driving 
conditions.  Some  of  the  classrooms  have 
been  improved  by  installing  accoustical 
tile  on  the  ceilings.

A  new  Language 
Club  has  been  formed  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs  .  Franzman  and  Mrs  .  Nelson. 

The  Junior  High  and  High  School  stu- 
dent body  has  increased  to  349  with  20 
faculty  members . 

Because  of  the  increase  of  the  student 
body,  the  Seneca  Staff  has  decided  to 
omit  grades  one  through  six.  This  omis- 
sion also  enables  the  high  school  to  have 
larger  class  pictures  and  more  room  for 
school  activities  in  the  Seneca .
